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With respect to independent claim 47, Applicant simply points out what is recited in the claim 
and asserts that "The portions of Korall (Paragraphs [0028] through [0048]) relied upon by the 
Office Action (Page 4, Paragraph 3) to anticipate these elements do not disclose the elements 
whatsoever, either expressly, by inherency, or in any context". This quote is the extent of 
explanation provided by Applicant in support of claim 47. This response by Applicant is 
insufficient to satisfy the requirement of specific argument to have the claim considered for 
patentability; in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 Applicant must distinctly and specifically 
point out "how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references". 
Accordingly, the prior rejection is maintained. 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 43, Applicant argues in substance that "detecting an 
occurrence of one or more subsequent events at the first node of the system; and determining that 
the information about the initial event is identical to the information about said one or more 
subsequent events. Such a feature is not disclosed or suggested in Korall." 

In the Office Action, the examiner provided relevant passages in the Korall reference to show 
how the reference meets the claim limitations. Applicant in response did not provide any 
underlying analysis as to why the portions of the prior art relied on did not support the 
examiner's position. Again, this response by Applicant is insufficient to satisfy the requirement 
of specific argument to have the claim considered for patentability; in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.1 1 1 Applicant must distinctly and specifically point out "how the language of the claims 
patentably distinguishes them from the references". Accordingly, the prior rejection is 
maintained.
